The only provocation for 
the crime that is known was found in a lét- 
| ter he had thrown from his pocket just te- 
fore the shooting. In this letter she upbraids 
him for neglecting her, and not even supply- 
ing the means for supporting their baby. 
_| Cody, who was' a telegraph lineman, was 

married to Miss Minnie Duncan of Hinsd 

two years ago. His home was in Chicago, 
where his mother lives at 52 Blue Island 
avenue, His brother, Al Cody, is foreman 
of iinemen for the Chicago ‘Telephone com- 
pany. William Cody was employed by tlie 
Western Electric company until about a 
year ago, when he lost his job because of his 
indolence and drinking habits. Soon after 
this he became: dissolute and fell in witha

gang of wire tappers in Chicago. | 
At this same time he neglected his wife 
treated her so badly that her relatives in- . 
terfered. Her uncle, James O’Boyle, who 
keeps a saloon at 723 Austin avenue, took up 
the cause of his niece and, in the hope of 
separating her from Cody; informed the 
police of Cody’s wite-tapping affiliations. 
Cody fled to St. Louis, where he remained 
until recently, and then returned to Chicago.

The jump was not made with suicidal fn- 
tent, according to Gustav Myers, his friend. 
Naegele’s object was to secure fame and 
wealth and, as he told his friends, he de- 
' sired to test a theory of his own as to the 
way in which a jump from any height could 
be made into water in perfect safety. 
According tO Myers, Naegele’s theory as 
to the way 4 safe jump could be made was 
that, while flying through the air, the per- 
pendicular position of the body could be 
easily maintained by movements of the head, 
in a géneral way using it es the rudder of 
a ship is used in water. Instead Naegele 


as her mother reached for the child and 
while she was still leaning over, Cody 
stepped nearer and fired, The bullet struck 
her at the base of the brain and she fell 
on her face dying. Her mother, with the 
baby in her arms, rushed screaming from 
the house. The white dress of the baby was 
stained with its mother’s blood. Mrs. Dun- 
can ran into the yard and ig the darkness 
hid behind some shrubbery. Cody followed 
her out to the back door and then returned. 
Standing by the form of his wife he shot 
himself in the forehead. 


Wife’s Father Arrives. 
Husband and wife were lying together 
near the folding doors cornecting the parlor 
and sitting-room when Marshal Nicholson 
arrived. Immediately after the Marshal 
cameJohn Duncan, the father ef Mrs. Cody. 
He saw what had happened and with a cry 
of rage rushed at the form of hig son-in-law, 
but Marshal Nicholson prevented him doing 
violence to the dying men. Cody, uncon- 
scious but breathing, was taken to the police 
station, where at midnight, two hours and 
a half after the shooting, he expired. When 

he died the crowd of villagers who had been 
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sclves as heaving found some satisfaction in 
Cody’s death. The body was shoved into a 
cell and the door locked on it until the 
undertaker might come. 

Mr. Duncan is a sewer contractor, who 
has lived for many years in Hinsdale. He 
4s @ prosperous and respected citizen. He 
had no words tonight in extenuation of 
Cody's crime. | 

* She married him against the wishes of 
her parents,’’ he said, ‘‘and after she was 
married we saw he was unworthy of heg, 
and that, instead of treating her as a hus- 
-band should, he led her a miserable exist- 
ence. Beveral times we tried to induce her 
to leave him, but every time we got her away 
from him he would induce her to return. 
When the baby was born to her two weeks 
ago we insisted she should come here, where 
_the baby could have the benefit of good air 
and she a comfortable home, The poor 
thing was happy when she came here. He 
kept writing letters and annoying her, until 
she was finally impelled to write to him, say- 
ing she was tired of it at last. The next 
thing I knew of him was when I saw the 
miserable man lying on the floor and my 
poor girl dying.”’ 


Word to Murderer’s Mother. 

Mrs. Mary Cody, mother of the dead mur- 
derer, was at once notified by Chief of Po- 
* Hee Nicholson, and is expected this morning 
. When the inquest is to be held. Cody was 88 

- years of age. His wife was 27. 


Text of the Letter. | 

The letter which was to result in her 

death was addressed by the wifeto ‘“‘ Dear 
Billy,” and ran aa follows: . yk 
_ “I have just received your letter, and am 
not pleased one bit. What are you thinking 
of, anyway? You have given your money 
away and given me nothing. What do you 
care about me so long as you get along and 
enjoy yourself? 
Riverside Sunday? Of course it was too far 
for you to come on down to Hinsdale, but 
I can come to Chicago and lug a baby with 
me. Jessie has told the folks what you did 
and said, and father is mad. I have lived in 
hot water all week. 

“As long as I am away next Monday I am 
going to put the baby in| a home and go to 
work. Then you will have the privilege of 
going to all the picnics you care to,attend. 
It ts too much trouble for you to have to 
support a wife and child. You must have 

been in nice company to have had your 
pockets picked. You egid you were going 
to be a good man, but I have heard that song 
go often.

Chief Nicholson ew Him. 

Cody was first known in Hinsdale three 
years. ago, when he we

was then he made the acquaintance of Miss 
Duncan, who was one of the prettiest girls 
in the village. He was employed in Hins- 
dale nearly all that fall and winter, but he is 
not favorably remembered, Chief of Police 
Nicholson says of him: oa 

**I remember him well as having been em- 
ployed in the installation'of the electric light 
plant. While I never had occasion to arrest 
him, he was not an orderly young man, and 
several times I found him drunk in the 
streets. After he married Minnie Duncan 
we saw no more of him here. 

“* While this crime is, particularly shock- 
ing for a quiet residence place like Hinsdale, 
yet his suicide is the best thing that could 
have happened after he had killed her, be- 
cause *it saved Hinsdale from the disgrace 
of alynching. When it became known that 
he had murdered his n wife while she 
was holding theér little baby in her arms 
the people were not to be restrained if they 
had got their hands on him alive and well. 
As it was, the people hung around the police 
station watching to assure themselves that 
he would ‘never recover, before they were 
contented to go home, and many of them 

- Btaid there to see him breathe his last. He 
certainly saved me a great deal of trouble 

“He never spoke after being shot, so he 
did not give any explanation for the shoot- 
ing, but her upbraiding letter, which he 
pulled from his pocket and threw on the 
parlor table when he entered the house, fur- 
nishes a reason and the only reason. 
offense, if any, was in clinging to him as 
long as she did. 

*“ He fired only two shots, one at her and 
one at himself, as the revolver, which is a 
new one which he evidently bought for this

WAITS FOR MEIER SUSPECTS. 


Chief Kipley Anxious to Hear 
on Men Taken in New York— 
Inquest Is Held. | 


Chief Kipley is anxiously awaiting news 
from Policeman John Condell, who went to 
‘New York to identify if possible the men 
under arrest on suspicion of having mur- 
dered Martin Meier. The three men under 
arrest at Altemont were taken in custody 
by Henry Binn, proprietor of a grist mill 
at East Berne, near Altemont, who had re- 
ceived a circular issued by Chief Kipley. 

Deputy Coroner Todd conducted an in, 
quest on the body of Martin Meier yesterday 
morning at Kenney .& Doherty's under- 
taking ‘rooms, 5438 South Halsted street. 
The investigation was begun at 9 o’clock 
and was concluded in less than two hours, 
without throwing any new light on the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the mysterious 
murder case. | 

Captain Louis Haas and a score of police 
from the Englewood Station were at the 
hearing. John Hoft, 1558 West Fifty-sev- 
enth street, a neighbor and friend of thé 
murdered man, told of his long acquain- 
tance with Meier, and described some of his 
peculiarities. He then repeated the detalis 
of discovering the body and reporting the 
matter to the police. 

Patrolman Thomas Mansfield, who was 
called when the body had been found, was 
the only other witness examined. 

The jury returned a verdict declaring thet 
Meier came to his death by suffocation and 
strangulation at the hands of persons un-

_ Senator in Good Company. 

‘London, July 1—{Copyright, 1899, by the 
Associated. Press.]—Senator Hanna com- 
pleted the first ten-days. of his stay in 
England at Windsor, where he witnesséd a 
military review this afternoon and caught 
his first glimpse of the Queen. He has en- 
joyed London immensely and his health has 
been so greatly benefited that he has post- 
poned his visit to Paris for another week. 

The Ohio Senator has had plenty of good 
company, including Senators Lodge, Hoar,

\Twain), and Senator-elect Chauncey M.

Victory Over New York and Philadel- 
Phia’s Defeat Advances Cowboys. 


If nineteen comedians should appear on a.

The two are totally different’ types of 
thoroughbreds, different in color, in con- 
formation, in height, in length, and in their 
wav of moving. May Hempstead is a light 
chestnut with deep wide white markings on 
face and legs—a sign of weakness, turfmen 
say. Admiration is a glossy brown, with 
riot a touch of white on face or body. May 
Hempstead is tall; Admiration fs short: May 
Hempstead gives the impression of length, 
Admiration of compactness: 

Even in their movements they are unlike, 
May Hempstead has a long, sweeping stride. 
Admiration covers less ground, but she 
moves more swiftly. As there is an unusu- 
ally long backstretch at Sheepshead, many 
good judges backed May Hempstead, think- 
ing this straight course would 
her peculiarities. | 

There was some little delay at the post, 
and then; as they came sweeping out of 
the elbow in the track into plain view of 
the grand stand on equal terms, their heads 
rising and falling together, a great cheer 
came up from the eager watching thou- 
sands. 

The fireat furlong was covered in :114%, 
with May Hempstead’s white face show- 
ing in front of Admiration's brown head, 
Neither jockey was riding..

“The Rise and Fall of the Cable Car in 
Chicago’’ may be written by some enter- 
prising Chicago man after next Thursday. 
On that day the old State street cable sys- 
tem, which has hauled milions of people up 
and down that thoroughfare for the last 
seventeen years is to' be abandoned in- 
definitely for the overhead trolley. The 
cable is worn out, the dingy cars which it 
pulls travel too slowly, in the minds of the 
people who ride in them, and although the 
Chicago Olty railway people promise to 
spend $100,000 trying to patch up the power- 


that the-cable railway is no longer recog- 
nized as a modern system of transportation. 


' The Chicago people who took the first ride 


on the State street line in 1882 will find it 
hard to believe that the cable so quickly has 
outlived its usefulness and gone out of date.

In 
diplomatic circles the conviction prevails 
that a révolution cannot be averted unless 
the King before next Tuesday removes 
Van den Peereboom and promises that the 
obnoxious electoral bill shall be replaced 
by a liberal franchise law. The situation of 
Leopold If. and Van den Peereboom is con- 
sidered here analogous to that of Louis’ 
‘Philippe and Guizot in 1848 and must be fol- 
lowed by similar results—namely: the es- 
tablishment of a Bélgian republic unless the 
King, even at the cost of infringing the con- 
stitution, decides to intervene between now 
and Tuesday, when the Belgian Chambers 
will reassemble. | 
Dispatches have been received in Paris 
this afternoon from a most authentic source 
indicating that King Leopold has already 
decided to interfere and thereby save the 
country from bloodshed.

Nearly 300 of the brainiest and most 
progressive women of America came to Lon- 
don for the congress, some traveling 6,000 
miles. Yet they have been largely ignored 


speak, and the leaders most advanced have 
been persistently snubbed by the conserva- 
tive section.

The Rev. Anna Shaw was not given a sin- 
gle opportunity to speak until almost the 
last day, when her oratory electrified the 
congress.

TO CONSIDER WORLD LANGUAGE 


Congres® at Paris Exposition Will Dis- 
cuss Merits of ‘“‘ Esparanto,” a 


preparations for the exposition of 1900. In 
addition to the ninety world congresses de- 
cided upon, preparations are being made for 
whut will be the most interesting and far 
reaching of all—namely: the congress for a 
consideration ofa universal language called 
‘‘Esparanto.” Hopes are entertained by 


‘those who have studied it that it will be 


taken up by all nations. Its great recom- 
mendation is to be the facility with which 
it can be learned. , 

The grammar of Esparanto, by Dr. L. 
Zamenhof, the Russian savant, is marvel- 
ously easy, and can be learned in an hour. 
Tolstoi: and others recommend the new lan- 
guage upon humanitarian grounds, because 


it affords such a singularly easy way of 


intercommunication between countries hav- 
ing different tongues. There is a newspaper 
published in the language at Epernay. The 
editor was a life-long student of volaptk, 


but gave it up when the claims of Esparanto 


were brought to his nptice. | P 

Its chief promoter hére is Professor George 
Picot of the Institute of Paris. M. Picot has 
converted his fellow academicians to ‘his 
way of thinking. Regarding Esparanto, 
this learned academician said: 

“I favor Esparantb as a universal lan- 
guage because of the ease with which it can 
be learned. We get at the root-word, which 
is easily understood. We retain old Roman

DEFIES GOV. POYNTER’S ORDER 


State Auditor Cornell of Nebraska Re- 
fuses to Turn Over Insurance Af- 
fairs as Required by New Law. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 1.—[Special.]—State 
Auditor Cornell has decided to disregard tHe 
law and set at defiance the orders of Gov- 
ernor Poynter, requiring him to turp over. 
the affairs of the Insurance depaftment of 
the State to the Governor and his recently 
appointed deputy. The last Legislature 
created a new insurance department, taking 
it out of the hands of the Auditor 4nd 
placing it under the supervision of the Gov- 
ernor. The law went into effect today, and 
Insurance Commissioner Bryant was on 
hand to take charge, but the Auditor an- 
nounced that he was not prepared to make 
the transfer, believing the law to be un- 
constitutional. Shortly after he called on 
the Governor and declared his intention to 
resist. Just before the close of office hours 
Governor Poynter sent the following com- 
munication: 

To John F. Cornell, Auditor of Public Accounts 
for the State of Nebraska: 

I hereby demand of you that you surrender 
to me, as the Insurance Commissioner of the 
State, all records, books, blanks, reports, and 
all other appurtenances in your office belong- 
ing to the State insurance business, which I will 
receive either at your office or at the room set 
apart for the Insurance department in the State 
Capitol Building as you may elect.

STRONGER UNION. 
SAY GENERAL STRIKE AT 
| 

At Present They Are Only Organizing 
the Men, and This Is a Big Task— 
‘Mass-Meeting to Be Held at Allen’s 
Hall Today + One Thousard Men 
Working in Bros.’ Can Fac- 
tory — Georgia Stonecutters Say 
They Belong to the Federation. 


| | 

No effort is being made to bring about a 
general strike at the Stock-Yards tomorrow, 
according to information given out by a 
member of the Executive committee that 
has been organizing the men in the yards. 
He added, however, that after the organi- 
gation had been perfected the men would 
be in a position to force the packers to ac- 
cede to their demands. 

The Executive committee of the strikers 
held another secret meeting yesterday after- 
noon in Allen’s Hall, Forty-third and Wal- 
lace streets, and arranged the details for the 
big mass-meeting that has been called for 
this afternoon at $ o’clock. The names of 
the speakers will not be known until the 
meeting opens for business. A member of, 
the committee said that there would be sev- 
eral good orators from the Federation of 
Labor, and the oc¢asion would be one long 
to be remembered. It is expected that 500 
or more people dfrectly interested in the 
movement will be-present. ‘The gathering 
will be on the common in the rear of Allen's 
Hall. Upon the spirit of the gathering will 
depend in a meagure the success of the 
movement to organize the men. The com- 
mittee says it has assurances from several 
hundred of the skilled men now at work of 


their sympathy. 


‘More Men Quit.Work. 

Some of the tinners’ helpers quit at Ar- 
mour’s, also some on Swift's killing floor. 
These were the only incidents of the strike 
during the day. It was given out in the 
afternoon that the beef cutters in Nelson 
Morris’ plant, whose agreement expired dur- 
ing the day, would be given an increase the 
same as that of the other skilled labor—25 
cents more per day, 

The packers who have been killing are 
working with short forces of men. The 
places of the striking gutters up to yester- 
day were filled by the bosses and a few in- 
experienced men, and as a result the loss 
in the department has been considerable. 
This department at Armour’s was augment- 
ed by tthe arrival of eight skilled gutters 
from either St. Louis or Kansas City. Other~ 
importations are likely to follow since the 
strikers are determined not to return to 
work without the increase asked for. They 
say they cannot make a Hving on the short 
time they are allowed to work. 

“The task of organizing the men now at 


work is a large one, we realize,’’ said one of 


the leaders yesterday. ‘ At least 80 percent 
of themare non-union men of the 1898 strike, 
but I belMeve they are in sympathy with 
this movement, and while they may nog 
make a notse about joining the organization 
they will come in all right. I think they will 
be glad of the opportunity offered them to 
better themselves by organized effort. 

The packing firms treat lightly the adver- 
tised mass-meeting called for this afternoon 
and@ are not inclined to believe that an or- 
ganization can be effected. , | 

Nortons Have 1,000 Men at Work. 

A thousand men ‘were at work In Norton 
Bros.’ tin can factory at Maywood. Ray 
Norton, speaking for the firm, says that 
the strike is off.so far as they are concerned. 

Thomas Ryan, member of the strike 
committee, said the strike would not be 
declared off until Norton Bros. recognized 
the union., He ingisted that of the 1,000 
men now at work only 600 were etrikers 
who have returned and that the others were 
new hands.

DROWN OUT THE TRACK GANG. 


‘Waukesha Citizens Triumph Over the 


Milwaukee Electric Car Company 
 —Left to the Courts, | 


Waukesha, Wis., July 1.—[Special.]—The 
efforts of the Milwaukee electric line to lay 
a double track through this city under the 
guise of side tracks was brought to a climax 
at 8 o'clock this morning, when 100 work- 
men arrived here with the trainloads of ties 
and proceeded to lay the track, 

The ruse was discovered after the men had 
been at work about half an hour, and the 
fire alarm was sounded. A thousand citi- 
gens were on the scene in a few minutes 
and’ the workmen) were attacked with the 
fire hose and driven away. 

A portion of the single track had been 
pushed to one sidejof the street, and to pre- 
vent the mob from tearing it up work cars 
were run up and down continually on which 
streams of water were thrown, driving the 
trainmen from the cars. Finally the work 
was temporarily abandoned and the citi- 
zens retired. 

At the South street intersection the mem- 
bers of the mob attempted to clear the ties 
from the Street and were attacked by one 
of the foremen, Daniel Bowes, who was set 
upon by a hundred men and boys and pound- 
ed and kicked, after which he was taken to 
a hydrant and drenched. Géorge Knipfel, 
Albert Schrader, and Downle were arrested 
for assault. | 

At 11-o0’clock officials from Milwaukee ar- 
rived and work was resumed on the ex- 
cavating. The department again drove the 
men away with streams of water. At noon 
the workmen were taken away by the work 
train, as it was evident that the citizens 
would not allow further work until the mat- 
ter was settled in ¢ourt. 

Last week an injunction was issued by the 
lower court to prevent the railway company 
from proceeding with the work. The com- 
pany retaliated by securing an injunction to 
preyent the city officials from interfering 
with the track-laying. | 7

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 


What the South Park Board Should Do. 
Chicago, June 27.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 


‘The greatest incubus that the residents of Chica- 


g0, particularly those living In the South Division, 


endure is the Board of South Park Commissioners. 


If they would only resign and let some younger 
blood take their places how happy they would 
make us. 

Here is what would come about before the last 
day of August. All of the flat rails in this divi- 
sion that now cross the boulevards would be lifted, 
out and the grooved pattern put in their places; 
the stone and cedar blocks would be removed, and 
the better pavement made continuous; the uneven 
planking on each side of the steam road rails 
would be made smooth; the crowns at Forty- 
seventh street and Grand boulevard would be cut 
down; the sprinkling cart man at that point 
would be instructed not to wet down the west 
roadway, for, with the present liberal use of 
water there is great danger of flooding the adja- 
cent basements; a section four feet in length of 
every stone crossing on each side of the boulevard 
would be removed. 

When the planks were removed from Michigan 
avenue, near Sixteenth street, the pavement was 
only half repaired. _If the new commissioners 
should have occasion to repair five or six blocks 
of a boulevard they would either fix one side at 
one time or put on a day and a night force, and 
not close the street for a whole summer's use. 
Signs are put up at each end, ‘‘ Boulevard closed.’’ 
People know by the bars, long before they can read 
the signs, that the road is certainly closed, but 
signs should be placed that would inform the pub- 
Mc what streets to take and how many blocks to 
the east or west they could be found. Thousands 
of bicyclers have pushed their way on the side- 
walks, when they might have found good pave- 
ments in Prairie and South Park avenues. 

Much care should be used in Prairie avenue in 
the evening to prevent accidents at five or six 
places where the pavement has needed repairs 
since early spring. 

These new Park Commissioners would keep a 
correct account of the cost of changing the rails 
and when all was done the bill against the rail- 
way company would be presented and the court 
asked to decide how much of such expense the 
company must pay. The City railway company 
is unwilling to do anything to benefit any street 


. traffic except that which is furnished by itself. It 


is today laying miles of new flat rails in the 
Stock-Yards district of the city, years after the 
Cities of Cincinnati, Detroit, and Buffalo have 
condemned them as wholly unfit for city use. If 
it had one atom of respect for the rights of others 
it would at least groove the crossings when lay- 
ing the new flat rails. 

The new Park Commissioners would this sum- 
mer place a pavilion over the iron well at the 
north end of Washington Park, construct toilet 
rooms and bicycle racks, and permit, for a consid- 
eration, a réfreshment-room to be constructed for 
the sale of eatables, cigars, books, oan porers..

shore is an outrage. Householders and 


tenants prlied with this water are not all 
majority cannot 


afford to pay for the extra fuel necessary to boil 
all. the drinking water; neither can they afford 
to buy mineral water. It seems we ought to get 
relief, and unless this pollution of our beautiful 
lake is stadpped, the large number of deaths caused 
by drinking the impure water can surely be laid 
to the negligence of the Commissioners of Public 
Health and Public Works. 

When this space—about 200 acres—is filled up 
with river mud and accumulations of sand from 
the lake, to whom do the riparian rights go, the 
city or thé Illinois Central railroad? In Cleveland 
a few weeks ago it was decided that land—about 
forty-five) acres—made in this way went to the 
railréad dompanies whose right of way extended 
along the shores of Lake Erie, Chicago had bet- 
ter watch out!

SURPLUS IN IOWA TREASURY. 


State Closes Fiscal Year with a Cash 
Balance of Nearly Halfa 
| Million. 


Des Moines, Ia., July 1.—[Special.]—At the 
close of the fiscal year, June 30, the State 
of Iowa had a cash balance on hand of 
$445,002 and $51,000 due from the federal 
government, making a total surplus of 
$406,002.

The board was re- 
ferred to Major Montgomery Meigs, United 
States civil engineer, at Keokuk, Ia., who 
stands sponsor for the crude odlidea. Major 
Meigs has agreed to furnish the oil for the 
experiments, which will be made solely for 
the purpose of ascertaining if a compara- 
tively cheap method of making dirt roads 
passable in wet weather cannot be found. | 


_-Bcope of the Experiment. | 

‘‘The experiments in Des Moines cannot 
be upon a large scale,”’ said C. E. Campbell 
of the local Board of Public Works. “‘ Major 
Meigs has said that he can furnish but five 
or ten barrels of the oll, which will not per- 
mit a test upon a large scale. The board 
will take a country road which has given 
considerable trouble in the past. It has 
been graded up to an approved cross-sec- 
tion, and we hope to find that with the use 
of oil a cheap dry road can be constructed. 
It is expected that to obtain the best re- 
sults it will be necessary to sink one or twa 
lines of porcelain tile under the road, in ad-° 
dition to sprinkling it with oil, in order to 
drain it. It is claimed for the crude oil ap- 
plication that a road so treated sheds water 
like a duck’s back. Major Meigs admits thé 
impracticability of the oil on paved streets. 
He admits that it is objectionable on ac- 
count of the odor, and the damage it will 
do to the rubber ‘tires’ of bicycles and ve- 
hicles.”’ 

One objection to the oil-prepared road Is 
that it fs inflammable until-the lighter vapors 
have evaporated. So, if Des Moines gets its 
oil highways, it will be necessary to frame 
a municipal ordinance prohibiting smoking 
upon the country highways for a week or so 
after an application of oil has been made, or 
to keep sprinkling carts trailing along in 
the wake of the oil cart. 

- * he whole subject is only an experi- 
ment,”’ said Major Meigs to the Des Moines 
board, ‘‘and no one can give you much in- 
formation about it. I do not recommend it 
for city streets. It is objectionable on ac- 
count of the injury to bicycle tires and cloth- 
ing. In my opinion, it is adapted only for 
country roads, and I should prefer to see 
you try it on the outskirts of the city, rather.

To Take the Place of Paving. 

‘What we hope to demonstrate from the 
experiments,” said Mr. Campbell, “‘ is thata 
good, cheap substitute for paving can’ be 
secured by the application of oil for roads 
and streets which are not worth the expense 
of paving. -The fact that oil is injurious to 
rubber tires will not prevent its usefulness 
on the country roads. Rubber tires are only 
fit for use in the city. Anyway, I do not be- 
lieve that the injurious effect continues after 
the oil has dried.”’ ) 

The kind of oil used is what is knownas 
‘spent’ oil or “‘fuel’’ oll. Crude oil con- 
tains 25 per cent of naphtha and kerosene, 
which is useless for road purposes except 
to thin the oil and make it soak the more 
readily. In sandy soil, Major Meigs says, 
it is possible that a mixture of gas tar and 
crude oil would form a better material to 
apply than oil alone. Gas tar, he says, can 
be had at the gas works for 60 to 80 cents a 
barrel. 

The method of applying the oil is stated 
by. Major Meigs-as follows: 

“To get the best effects from the use of

All the trains are scheduled to ar- 
rive in Detroit in ample time for the opening 
session of the convention, which will be held 
the same evening. From points outside of 
Chicago no official route has been desig- 
nated. At such points as Peoria, Blooming- 
ton, Springfield, Deeatur, Champaign, and 
Jacksonville special cars will be provided to 
connect with the special trains to Detroit. 

The Illinois delegation will be entertained 
in Windsor, directly across the river from 
Detroit. Two hotels in Windsor have been 
set aside for the Illinois’ delegates, and a 
large number of private homes have been 
thrown open tothem. The ferry runs every 
few minutes across the river and, owing to 
the low price of fares, Illinois seems to have 
a little the best of it, as delegates from other 
States will have to pay car fares between the 
convention hall and their stopping places. 


Chicago and Illinois Honored. 

** Chicago and Illinois has been consider- 
ably honored at this session of the Endeav- 
orers,’’ said Mr. Wainwright. ‘‘ Dr. Gun- 
saulus will make the opening address of the 
general convention. The Illinois delegation 
has been offered the St. Andrews Church as 
headquarters, and the Rev. J. Wilbur Chap- 
man will deliver one of the first addresses 
at the spiritual power meeting.”’

Probably the most important meeting of 
the whole convention will be that held in 
Detroit's beautiful pleasure ground, Belle 
Isle Park, on Saturday afternoon. The 
topic is to be “* International Peace and Ar- 
bitration,” and the speakers will be promi- 
nent men from America and foreign lands. 

On Sunday, July 9, all the churches in 
Detroit and Windsor will be occupied by 
visiting clergymen from all over the world. 
A sermon in Welsh will be.delivered at the 
Forest Avenue Presbyterian Church, and 
in other churches German, French, Italian, 
and other foreign languages will be heard.

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Dunlap Smith & Co. have sold to Marshall 
Field for Edgar A. Lord and Marcia L. Mel- 
ville the property in Washington street fifty- 
five feet west of Wabash avenue, 24x121 
feet, for $200,000. ‘By this purchase Mr. 
Field has acquired possession of the only 
plece of ground under his building at the 
northwest corner of Washington street and 
Wabash avenue which he did not own. 

The negotiations have been under way 
only a short time and were finally completed 
in time for the deeds to be filed yesterday. 
Mr. Field has desired the land for some 
time, but had not been able before this to 
At the time his Wabash avenue 
building was planned he took a ninety-nine 
year lease of this lot at $6,000a year. This 
ran from Dec. 17, 1891, and is now canceled. 

The transfer runs from Edgar A. Lord, 
Marcia L. Melville, and Edgar A. Lord as 
trusteé under the will of Helen A. Lord. 
The original lot had a depth of 109 feet, but 
the present transfer includes also a strip of 
land having a width of twelve feet adjoining 
on the north the main piece. The property 
naturally had a larger value to Mr. Field 
than to any one else, and taking that into 
consideration, the purchase price is not large. 

Mr. Field has secured several properties 
within the last year which now form a part 
of his retail store. He purchased Mrs. Hetty 
Green's building in Wabash avenue next to 
the store and also secured the hase -of 
Charles Truax, Greene & Co. on the next 
The holding adjoining this on the 
north he already owned, and now controls 
the property as far as A. S. Trude’s building 
at the corner of Randolph street. 

Real estate men have believed that eventu- 
ally Mr. Field's store would be extended to 
Randolph street. It is understood that the 
merchant has acquired a controlling inter- 
est in the capital stock of the corporation 
owning Central Music Hall and that will be 
available for his uses. Leases have been 
made to some of the tenants for three years, 
so nothing will be done until the end of that 
time at any rate. 

Buy Michigan Avenue Property. 

Marcia L. Melville and Edgar A. Lord, 
who made the sale to Mr. Field, bought at 
the same time, also through Dunlap Smith 
& Co., the property at the southwest corner 
of Michigan avenue and Twelfth street from 
R. R. Cable for $135,000 cash. The property 
has a frontage of 50 feet in Michigan ave- 
nue and a depth of 170 in Twelfth street, and 
is improved with a five-story building which 
is under lease to a tailoring firm. The pur- 
chase is made subject to a ninety-nine-year 
lease to Clinton J. Warren, on which the 
$3,000 for the second 
year; $4,000 for third and fourth years; 
$5,000, fifth year; $5,500, sixth year; $6,900, 
seventh year; $6,500, eighth year; and $7,000 
a year for eighty-nine years, the rental be- 
ihg payable in gold. The sale, it will be seen, 
is on a5 per cent basis. 

The monthly record of transfers in Cook 
County for June shows a large decrease 
over the corresponding month of last year.

This 
offer was favorably received and acted 
upon, so that Dr. Shepard has a goodly list 
of scholars from which he draws his pick- 
ers in numbers as required, 

“Of course, there are many of them too 
young for field work, but the work fs light. 
strength not being needed, and the 
speedily learning the art. 
At first they require instruction and close 
attention until they become sufficiently ex- 
pert to pick only leaves of proper age. This 
is the foremost requirement and one which 
depends upon nicety of touch of the fingers 
in rapidly passing over the young leaves 
and deciding at once as to what to pick 
and what to reject. This once learned, the 
quantity of leaves picked by the children js 
increased as they become accustomed to 
the work. Some of the pickers are quite 
expert, although none of them reach as yet 
the quantities credited to expert pickers in 
Asiatic tea gardens. It is not easy, how- 
ever, to make a comparison, as these latter 
pick larger leaves and make inferior teas. 
Dr. Shepard picks only the delicate leaves, 
if not the only mode of 
making a profitable crop here is to put on 
the market a tea superior to any now found 
in the trade. This he is doing at present.

by the Turkish Mohammedan states, by 
Morocco, and by the Negro-Mohammedan’ 
Sultanates of north and central Afrita; by 
Portuguese half castes in the régions north 
of the Zambesi; by African tribes, who had 
adopted the institutions of domestic slavery, 
or who had become the tools of one or other 
of the above classes of slavers, and by the 
Arabs and Arebised natives from Zanzibar. 
It will thus be seen that the slave trade of 
Africa has been left almost a monopoly 
of the profession of the creed of Islam. The 
conquerors from Muscat, who, between the 
years of 1608 and 1730, had Eeeetatned: 
their power at Zanzibar and on the coast, 
soon extended their influence far inland, so 
that it became felt in the Interior from ‘the 
Zambesi to a little north of the equator and 


through the Congo State to the Atlantic.

Soon a change occurred. Sir John Kirk 
left Zanzibar in 1887 and the Sultan Barg- 
hash died In the following year. Simultane- 
ously with these events, the Germans ob- 
tained a footing in east Africa, and. the 
British East-African company was formed. 
The authority of the Sultan, hitherto recog- 
nized as far as the central lakes and south- 
wards almost to the Zambesi, was limited 
to the islands and a strip along the coast 
of the mainland extending only ten miles 
inland.

to other cities that think, because of tho 
well-known rivairy of the two towns, they 
can steal a march upon one of them and 
work some harm to ite business or educa- 
tional] interests. 
In the old times the rivalry was intense 
and made either town an ideal spot for cul- 
Aivating the pugilistic tendencies of youth. 
Famous fights have been waged between the 
buys of the twin cities, in which stones and 
clubs were used and skulls were dented, but 
this sort of warfare has long since ceased. 
And most of the wars were over the mooted 
quesiion of the university's location. To 
anybody but an Urbana man the institution 
is regarded as a possession of Champaign. 
How this idea was spread abroad is difficult 
of explanation, but it was done, and done 
effectually years age, and though Urbana is 
gradually coming into possession of its own, 
the institution is probably destined for years 
- to be known throughout the State as the 

“Champaign” University. 

The grounds of the university are beauti- 
ful. Nature seems toyhave put forth her best 
efforts in preparing the place to delight the 
eye. At this season the beauty of the tree- 
dotted campus, carpeted in velvety green 
and traversed by white, shimmering bands 
of concrete sidewalk, makes a picture long to 
be rémembereds The long avenues, extend- 
Ing about the grounds are overlockeda by 
trees,-just now in all the vivid beauty of 
midsummer, and from all about the place is 
the glory of scores of flower beds, of uniquc 
designs, with their beautiful blossoms stir- 
ring in each little breeze. There are few 
more beautiful places in the world than the 
Umiversity of Ilingig in summer. 


UNIVERSITY TOWNS. 


The twin cities have @ population of per- 
haps 16,000 people. Situated in the heart of 
the richest corn country in the world, they 
are largely populated by retired farnicrs, 
though both piaces possess railroad shops 
and some manufactures. During the sum- 
mer months they lie dormant in the hot sun, 
their pavements blinking and glimmering in 
sieepy fashion under the glaring light. Busi- 
ness during this time takes a decided slump, 
end the dress of the residents tends decidedly 
toward the negligee. | 

With the coming of fall and the return of 
the students a change takes place. ** Biled’’ 
shirts are fished from dark closets, where 
they were consigned when the last happy stu- 
dent rolied away homeward for the summer 
vacation, the evening mea! is rechristened 
“ dinner,”’. and the numerous frills which the 
townspeople affect for the benefit of the re- 
4urning “uni’’ poople become the prevail- 

modes until the varsity closes for the 
owing summer.. 

The twin cities are essentially university 
towns. Every man, woman, and child in 
both places takes a personal interest in the 
doings of the varsity. When. the baseball 
And football teams win a victory, the towns 
rejoice; when they meet defeat, which some- 
times happens, both places are plunged in 
woe. Everything the students do is, in the 
minds of the town people, strictly right. 
And for the most part the students give them 
reason for complaint. 

The university was incorporated Feb. 28, 
1867, under the unfortunate title of the Ili- 
nois Industria! University, and was placed 
unger the control of a Board of Trustees 
composed of the Governor, the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, and the President 
of the State Board of Agriculture, as ex- 
officio members, and twenty-eight citizens 
appointed by the Governor. Later the Leg- 
islature passed a law making ‘membership 
in the board elective at a general State clec- 
tion. The university was opened to students 
March 2, 1868, when there were present, be- 
sides the Regent, three professors and about 
fifty students. During the first term Instruc- 
tion was given in algebra, g¢ometry, physics, 
history, rhetoric, and Latin. Work on the 
farm and gardens or about the buildings was 
et firet compulsory for all students, and the 
idge spread over the State that the institu- 
tion was a reform school. In March of the 
second yeat compulsory labor was discor- 
tinued, but the deceptive title, ‘‘ Industrial 
Vaiversity,"’ wae retained until 1885, when 
it was changed to “ The University ef Iiii- 
pois.”’. In January, 1870, a mechanical 
was fitted up with tools end machinery, and

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here was begun the first shop instruction 
given in any American university. By vote, 
March 9, 1870, the trusteés admitted women 
as students. During the year '70-'71 twenty- 
four availed themselves of the privilege. 
Since then they have constituted about one- 
fifth of the total attendance. | | 


BRIGHT PROSPECTS. 

To trace the history of the university 
through the period between 1870 and 1890 is 
merely to recite the exnériences of Wiscon- 
sin and other Western State universities. 
The Legislature refused to give financtal aid 
to the Institution. the farmers looked with 
contempt upon the®endeavors of the “ ner- 
fessors”’ to “ raise corn on) book Jearnin’.” 
and even the engineering department, which 
today, under the able charge of Dean Breck- 


enridge, is one of the strongest in the coun- | 
try, Was poorly attendéd. In 1890 an ap- 


propriation was secured for Natural History 
Hall, and since then thé needs of the uni- 
versity have been well provided for by the 
State lawmakers. 

During the last few years the progress 
made along all lines has been astonishing. 
The buildings and equipment have heen put 
into first-class shane, and under the able 
administration of President Draner the 


‘school has fairly bounded into the affections 


ef all classes of peovle. The institution is 
now popular throughout the State The 
farmers recognize the important work which 
the agricultural department is accomplish- 
ing. and where there formerly was but a 
half dozen or so who took the “ farmers’ 
course ’’ the number has now reached nearly 
half a hundred, and next year it is expected 
that several hundred young farmers will 
avail themselves of the short term of nine 
weeks provided especially for farmer boys.

The College of Science is accommodated in 
the massive pressed brick structure known 
as Natural History Hall. It is 184 feet 
long and 94 feet wide, with two main 
stories, a basement, and an attic. It is 
occupied by the departments of botany, 
zoblogy, physiology, mineralogy, and geol- 
ogy, for each of which there are tprarites, 
lecture rooms, and offices; it also contains 
the office and equipment of the State La- 
boratory of Natural History and of ‘the 
State entomologist, as well as the office, 
library, and chemical laboratory of the 
agricultural experiment station. ee 
Back from Natufal History Hall, across 


almost half a mile of velvety grass, is the 


astronomical observatory, where Professor. 


George W. Myers nightly watches the heav- 
ens in search, of untabulated celestial bodies, 
and where he made his famous investiga-

To the west of University Hall is the libra- 
ry building, said to be the finest property 
the State possesses, It is built of buff stone 
in classic style of architecture and has a 
frontage of 167 feet and a width of 122 feet.

University Hall, is the Engineering Bulld- 
ing, an immense structure of buff-colored 
pressed brick. It is without adornment of 
any kind, and carries out the style affected 
by the university at the time of dts con- 
struction in 1804.. North of it is the me- 
chanical and electrical engineering labora- 
tory, also a new building, which carries 
out the style of its consort to the south. 
North of it, across Boneyard branch, a lit- 
tle stream, which meanders in tired fashion 
through the campus when conditions are 
favorable and retires from business about 
the middle of summer, stands the metal 
shops, containing a lecture-room, offices, a 
machine shop, a foundry, and a forge shop. 
North of the machine shop és the wood 
shops and testing laboratory, one of the old 
buildings, whose peculiar style of ar- 
chitecture closely resembles that of the 
Libby Prison War Museum. Its upper story 
is devoted to the men's gymnasium, which 
is well supplied with the accessories of a 
first-class college gym. | 

Northward, across Springfield avenue, Is 


Military Hall, a huge building, whose floor , 


space, unobstructed by columns, gives am- 
ple space for company and battalion 
maneuvers, and for large audiences upon 
special occasions. | 

Nearly a quarter of a mile north of the 
drill hall, across the parade ground of the 
battalion, is Illinois Field, containing a base- 
ball diamond, football field, and bicycle 
track, It is at present in a state of devasta- 
tion, owing to the repairs which are being 
carried on. The football field, where II- 
linols has won so many victories, ts being 
plowed up, preparatory to the placing ofa 
system of tiling, which will keep the grid- 
iron dry even in the wettest seasons. The 
quarter-mile bicycle track is being en- 
larged to a third of a mile and the grand- 
stand and bleachers are being moved to 
more advantageous sites. 


STUDENT PERSONALITY. 


While the materia] university is not with- 
out considerable interest, it is the live. pul- 
sating, virile student body that attracts 


one’s greatest attention, and it is in that 


Illinois takes its greatest pride. Asa noted 
alumnus once said, “ They grow men at 
Illinois,”’ and the process is some- 
thing that is watched and commented upon 
by parents all over the State and nation. 
There are few things here that tend to 
start a student on the downward course. 
Both towns have saloons, but no effort is 
made by the keepers to make their places 
congenial to the undergraduates, and this, 
combined with their long distance from the 
college, keeps the men who patronize such 


resorts down toa minimum. There is some 


drinking, of course, but most of it is done 
upon great provocatioh, such as the winning 
of a big college game from Chicago or Mich- 
igan. When such events occur, as they do 
frequently, even the morals of the strongest 
student are apt to give way and to permit 
him to imbibe a little too freely. It is sel- 
dom, however, that any of the undergradu- 
ates get drunk. One may live a lifetime tn

The custom of abducting the President of 
the freshman class when that body gives its 
annual banquet has always been faithfully 
carried out. 

Since the disturbance of 1897, when the 
Urbana fire department turned the hose upon 
the sophe, even this event has languished, as 
the expulsion of the ringleaders from the 
varsity tpok much of the interest away from 
the proceedings. 


THE FACULTY. 


lilinois| has been peculiarly fortunate in 
possessing professors and instructors who 
love the institution with a devotion that dis- 
regards the honor and advancement offered 
them at other colleges, and who cling to old 
lllinois because their hearts are wrapped up 
in its success. For the most part they are 
young men, hardy, vigorous specimens of 
Western manhood, whose culture has not 
robbed them of sympathy with the masses 
nor unfilted them to cope with the questions 
vt the Hour. Many of them hold degrees 
trom the big Eastern universities and a num- 
ber have pursued their studies in the Euro- 
pean colleges, but not a man has been 
weakened by his contact with the political 
vagaries of the old world. They are all true 
American citizens, as evidenced by their 
recent expressions upon the nation’s war 
pohecy. 

At the head of the corps of instruction, 
embracing 112 professors, assistant pro- 
fessors, and instructors, stands President A. 
8S. Draper, He is an adopted son of lilincis, 
but no alumnus could be more deeply in- 
fatuated with his alma mater than is he with 
the stately buildings and beautiful lawns of 
the university, whose every pulse he feels. 
iilinois’ jump to prominence among the 
Western universities began when he gath- 
ered up the reins of government some five 
years ago. President Draper bears the 
unique distfhction of being head of a great 
university, without having graduated from 


} one, His learning is deep and embraces a 


multitude of subjects, and his forceful 
speeches are winning him fame over the 
entire country. His commanding presence 
and magnetic personality win him triends 
aniong all classes. His arduous duties leave 
no trace upon his pleasant disposition, and 
he has @ bow and salute for the humbiest 
siudent, oh 

The late John Milton Gregory, first regent 
of the university, whose death occurred dt 
Washington, D. C., last October, and whose 
remains are iuterred beneath a flower bed 
on the campus, left loving remembrances 
here which will ‘outlive the granite monu- 
ment soon to be erected over his grave. The 
best years of his Hfe were devoted to the 
institution and his last wishes were for its 
success,

and without warning, almost severed their 
heads from the bodies of his companions, 
A man named Bell, who was sleeping some 
distance from the others, awoke during this 
awful tragedy and tried to escape, but 
‘Packer shot him. His body was found near 
the creek and there were.some signs of a 
struggle... The bodies were robbed and many 
valuables taken. 

Packer made his way to the Los Pinos 
Agency and told a pitiful story of woe. He 
claimed that they were lost and starving; 
that they drew lots: which should be sac-+ 
rificed first for the sustenance of the otners, 
and‘ so one after the other was slain along 
“the way: until Bell and Packer only were 
left, and, the last lot falling on Bell, he re+ 
bellied, a struggle began and Bell was dis- 
patched. 

As he had considerable money suspiclon 
rested on him. He was placed in jail, but 
later escaped and was lost until 1880, when 
he was discovered in Wyoming under the 
name of Swartz. had been werving in 
the army eight years.

a youthful dog and is not yet accustomed 
to the etiquet of city life. Frequently it 
wakes the midnight echoes with vociferous 
complaints against an unkind providence. 
No doubt she finds the dog a nuisance. 

At the same time it is not probable that 
the good woman knows that if she should 
earry her threat into execution the doors of 
the Illinois State penitentiary’ at Joliet 
would be yawning to receive her.

ten it. The law makes no such distinctions. 
it is sufficient. under the statute, that the 
poison was exposed with the intention of 
eausing the death of the animal in question.. 
Tf an animal trespasses the aggrieved party 
has his remedy at law, but he is not allowed 
take: matters into his own hands. For 
e benefit of farmers and sheepgrowers one 
éxception is made. If your sheep are being 
worried and killed by dogs the law says that 
you may use poison or any other means for 
their ‘destruction. = 
’ While it is true that there have been more 
gonvictions under the statute in the rural 
districts than in the city, there are still 
many instances where city residents who 
ave attempted to rid themselves of a 
‘nuisance in the shape of a neighbor's pet 
dog or other animal have been obliged to.

oome before the attention of the Criminal 
ourt is that of a woman living at Lemont. 
e had a garden in which were planted 
Tettuce and other spring vegetables. Her 
next door neighbor had a fine flock of hens 
which were allowed to run at large. The 
chickens developed a healthy appetite for 
Vegetables, and made the life of the gardener 
miserable for weeks. The time she did not 
spend in shooing the hens off her premises 
was spent in watching for them to come 
back again. She: made repeated complaints 
to no avail. Finally she could stand it no 
longer. She prepared and put out in her own. 


garden some teffipting Paris greefi sand-— 


wiches and waited results. The results 
came soonér than she expected. An officer 
appeared and served a warrant charging 
her with malicious mischief. Despite the 
fact that she is 87 years old she was taken 


before a justice and bound over to the grand } 
jury. It was probably only her great age 


which saved her from a more severe penalty, 
her lawyer finally securing her release on 
a writ of habeas corpus.

Views of Legal Men. 


At the State’s Attorney’s office it was said 
that convictions under the law relating to 
‘the poisoning of domestic animals are of 
somewhat frequent occurrence. ‘‘ The law 
is explicit and plain,” it was said. ‘‘ People 
who are disturbed by the barking of neigh- 
bors’ dogs or the noise made by pet parrots 
have their ‘remedy, but if they attempt to 
remove the cause of their woes by poison 
they make themselves liable to a sentence 
in the penitentiary. Nor, upon examination, 
does the law seem unreasonable. In the first 
place, to expose poison where a dog, for in- 
Stance, can get it might be a source of dan- 
ger to human life as well. Little children 
might possibly eat it, and though they were 
trespassing at the time that would be no 
excuse if fatal consequences should follow. 
When people are arrested for poisoning do- 
mestic animals they are usually so much sur- 
prised at the severity of the penalty provided 
that they pay up at once if only a fine is in- 
flicted. Consequently only a few cases have 
been - In one of them a man who 
had been convicted of slander for saying 
that his neighbor had poisoned his horse ap- 
pealed the case. The court held-that ft was 
a misdemeanor under: the law to poison a 
agomestic animal, so it was plainly slander 
to truthfully charge that such an act had

Graduating from Yale in 1876 with 
high honors, he spent three years fn special 
study of history and political science, and 
afterwards was appointed to. atutorship. In. 
1886 he. became a proféssor of political sci- 
ence and took Professor Sumner’s place 
during the latter’s protracted leave of ab- 
sence. From 1885 to 1887 he was Commis- 
sioner of Labor for Connecticut. 

Even before his election as President of 
Yale Professor Hadley’s fame was world- 
wide. His writings on political economy,’ 
and especiaily railroads, are familiar to all 
students, and his history of ‘ Railroad 
Transportation ’’ has been translated into 
many languages, being a text book in the 
Russian universities. No man is more popu- 
lar with the student body, for he is ap- 
proachable without losing dignity. One 
warm bond of sympathy is the part that he 
has had in training the teams that have 
won honors for Yale in the Intercollegiate 
debates. There are few more versatile 
scholars, his knowledgé being encyclopedic, 
reaching from the smallest and most isolated 
of facts up to the broadest theories. A lover

Illinois Normal University has as its new 
President Arnold Tompkins. During the 
last year he has been professor of pedagogy 
at the University of Illinois, and there was 
some mention of his name itn connection 
with the principalship of the Cook County 
Normal School. Professor Tompkins was 
born in Indiana in 1858, and, after.graduat- 
ing from the Indiana State Wniversity, 
taught in several high schools, afterwards 
becoming head of the normal department of 
De Pauw University.

HE passion for writing seems to be 
strong in the Roumanian royal! family. 
“Carmen Sylva,’’ Queen Elizabeth 

of Roumanda, has long been known 

as.a writer of stories and poems, and 

her husband, King Charles, also drops oc- 
casionally into literature. Messrs. Harper 
& Bros, are the publishers of a volume o 
Reminiscences" by King Charles, edited 
from the original, with an introduction by 
Mr. Sidney Whitman. | 
Mr.. Whitman's introduction is not the 
least valuable part of the book, as it fills 
up the gaps left by the King in his own 
work. Mr. Whitman thinks that these 
** Reminiscences contain ‘‘ a study in self- 
revelation, which, so far as dt belongs toa 
regal character, is-absolutely unique in its 
completenéess—even in an age so rich in 
sensational memoirs as our own.”’ 
I am inclined to think that Mr. Whitman 
exaggerates thds quality. At the same time 
the book {Is a persona!l-one, and anything 
that a King writes about himself is bound 
to be Interesting. 
The book covers a period of about twenty- 
five years, in the course of which Roumania 
began her independence. ‘* Today,” says 
Mr. Whitman. ‘“‘the man who came down 
the Danube as a perfect stranger—practically 
alone,without tried councilors or adherents— 
is to all intents and purposes the omnipotent 
ruler of a country which owes its inde- 
pendence and present position entirely to 
his statesmanship. Nor can there be much 
doubt that but for him Roumania and the 
lower Danube might be now little more 
than a name to the rest of Europe, as, in- 


deed, they were in the past.” 


King Charles’ Youth. 
King Charles of Roumania is the second 
son of the late Prince Charles Anthony of 
Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen, the ender south 
German Roman Catholic branch of the 
House of Hohenzollern, of which the Ger- 
man Emperor is the chief. Prince Charles 
Anthony was a typical German father. 
Even though his son was 3 Prince, he wasa 
son also, and had to obey his parents im- 
plicitly as though he was the-prdina: , son 
of an ordinary German father. | At 9 o'clock 
at night the old Prince wound up his watch 
as a sign that the day was over, and at 19 
o'clock darkness nd silence reigned su- 
preme over the household. 
Prince Charles wa’ born April 20, 1839, at 
the ancestral castle @f the Hohenzollerns at 
Sigmaringen «on the Danube. He was a4 
delicate child and a delicate young man, 
He was not a particularly brilliant student, 
He learned slowly, but his memory was re- 
tentive. His character was independent 
and strong, and though, as King, he is willing 
to listen to the opinion of others, decision 
-{nvariably remains in his own hands. |

King Charles had attained his fiftieth year when 
IT saw him for the first time. There is, perhaps, 
no other stage of life at which a man ts so truly 
his ful) self as just at this particular age. The 
physical, development of a man of 50 is long 
completed, whereas, on the other hand, he has not 
yet suffered any diminution of strength or elas- 
ticity. His«spiritual individuality is also ripe. 
and complete in so far as any full, deep nature 
can ever be said to have completed its develop- 
ment. It is only consonant with that true nobility 
which precludes every effect borrowed or based 
on calculation that the first impression the King 
makes upon the stranger is not a striking one; he 
is too distinguished to attract attention; too genu- 
ine to create an effect for the eye of the many. 
An artist might admire the handsome features; 
but the King lacks the tall figure, the impressive 
mien which is the attribute of the hero of romance, 
and which excites the enthusiasm of the crowd. 
On the other hand, his slender figure of medium 
height is elegant and well knit; his gait is en- 
ergetic and graceful.

land. He visits Ragatz nearly every year. and 
thoroughly enjoys hie stay among the bluff Swiss 
burghers. It is impossible for him to conceal! his 
identity there, but he does hia best to avoid the 
dreaded royalty-hunting tourist of certain na- 
tionalities, and finds an endless fund of amuse- 
ment in thejrough politeness of the inhabitants, 
with their customary greeting: ‘‘ Herr Konig, 
beehren Sie uns bald wieder "'—‘‘ Mr. King, pray 
honor us again with your visit."’ 

He loves aiso to roam at will unknown among 
the venerable buildings of towns, such as Vienna 
and Munich. to look at the picture and art gal- 
leries and gather ideas of the way to obtain for 
his own people some of those treasures of culture 
which he admires in the great centers of civil- 
ization. He has even, at great personal sacri- 
fice, collected’ quite a respectable gatlery of 
victures at Bucharest and Sinaja. 


Charles’ Brief Courtship. 


The marriage of King Charles to the Princess 
Elizabeth of Weid was a love marriage. Of course, 
it would not do for a Prince to remain unmarried, 
and numerous proposals were made from royal 
families’ for his hand. By one reason or another, 
however, they had not come to anything, which 
was probably fortunate. Hie life with the wife of 
his choice has been a happy one. On hearing of 
his projected marriage, Louis Napoleon expressed 
his satisfaction, and added with emphasis: ‘‘ The 
German Princesses are so well brought up.”’ 

The meeting between Prince Charles, as he then 
was, and Princess Elisabeth took piace at the 
Flora, where the Dowager Princess of Weid was 
dining with her daughter before going to.Mme. 
Schumann's ‘concert. Prince Charles and Prin- 
cess Elipabéth, who had already met once or twice 
before in. Berlin society, walked a little ahead of 
the remainder of the party, talking over old times 
in Berlin. Before the promenade came to an end 
Prince Charles had fellen sincerely in love with 
Princess Eligabeth, and was resolved to risk all 
and to ask for her hand. A private interview 
with her mother, the Princess of Weid, was ar- 
ranged, and resulted in the Princess consenting 
to ascertain her daughter's wishes. After a! 
quarter of an hour the answer ‘ Yes’ was brought 
to the Prince, who at once hastened to receive the 
reply from the lips of the young Princess herself. 
Affairs of state of an urgent nature, however, pre- 
vented the Prince from obeying the dictates of 
his heart and remaining In the company of his 
betrothed. 


While the married life of the King of Rou- 
mania has been a happy one his offfcial life 
has not been all of roses, as any one who has 
followed contemporary history knows. But 
he has managed to hold his own, and also to 
have won the respect and admiration of the 
outside world. He was on the best of terms 
with Louls Napoleon when the latter was 
Emperor of France, and he counted the Em- 
peror of Russia, the King of Germany, and, 
perhaps what was more to his purpose, 
Prince Bismarck, as well as Queen Victoria, 
among his friends. King Charles has al- 
ways been unostentatious in his manner of 
living, and even when he was crowned, in 
accordance with his wish, the royal crown 
of Roumania was fashioned of steel from a

Mr. Warner’s New Novel. 


Another book published by Messrs. Harper 
& Bros. is ‘“‘ That Fortune,” a novel by 
Charles Dudley Warner. I should hardly 
call Mr. Warner a novelist. At the same 
time, he tells ‘a story well. There is nothing 
particularly striking about ‘“‘ That Fortune,” 
but it is readable, and the few insights we 
get into Mr. Warner’s personal view of 
things are interesting. For instance: 

It is the desire of every ambitious soul to enter 
literature by the front door, and the few who 
have patience and money enough to live without 
the aid of the beckoning Helen may enter there. 
But a side entrance is the destiny of most ae- 
pirants, even those with the golden key of genius, 
and they are a long time in working their wey 
to be seen coming out of the front entrance. It 
is true that a man can attract considerable and 
immediate attention by trying to effect an en- 
trance through a sewer, but he seldom gains the 
respect of the public whom he interests any 
more than an exhibiter of fireworks gains the 
reputation of an artist’ that is accorded to the 
painter of a good picture. 

Philip was waiting at the front door with his 
essays and his prose symphonies and hie satirical 
novel—the satire of a young man is apt to be bit- 
ter—but it was as tightly shut against him as if 
a publisher and not the muse of literature kept 
the door. 

Here is another example: 


The Daily Spectrum, a mighty engine of public 
opinion, scattered about the city and adjacent ter- 
ritory a million of copies, as prodigally as if they 
had been auctioneers’ announcements. Fastidious 
people who did not read it gave it a bad name, not 
recognizing the classic and heroic attitude of thoge 
engaged in pitchforking up and turning over the 
muck of the Augean stables under the pretense 
of cleaning them.. 

Mr. Brad hed a Socratic contempt for this sort 
of fault-finding. It was answer enough to say, 
paya The people it, or they wouldn’t 
buy it.

OMETIMES it appears as if nature 
tired of the monotony of normal con- 
ditions and introduced changes 
the order of the day to escape ennui. 
In such cases wonderful things are 

observed in every field of nature, but par- 
gt in the organism of the . human 


There is scarcely a more superfluous and 
luxurious condition than stoutness. Some 
say that he who has more avoirdupois thaniis 
agreeable to the esthetic taste of his fellow- 
men does not use his intellectual and phys- 
fceal faculties as he should, and in mal 
cases corpulency is decidedly disagreeab! 

In the case of public officials, scientist 
poets, and soldiers, an unusually develop 
stoutness creates prejudice; in the case 
business-men it arouses the envy of t] 
hungry, while in the case of a jolly inn- 
keeper it is considered the best sign of trade. 
On the other hand, there are some people 
whose ideal of a healthy manisthat, of a 
stout, rosy-cheeked individual.

It appears 
that the natives get expert in gauging the 
heat of the sun and by cutting off much or 
little of the wool can serve either well done 
or raré llama steaks at pleasure. Broiled 
live llama fs in fact the national dish of 
Ecuador, 

‘** The fourth time I was in Manila, in 1836, 
I noticed a rather peculiar thing, which I 
am surprised has so for escaped the atten- 
tion of the newspaper correspondents. You 
may have seen mention in the papers of the 
fact that the Tagalogs, or natives of the 
interior, have fine and luxuriant heads of 
hair.

ness is not so bad after all. It does not cor- 
respond with the ideal of antique beauty, 
but the harmonious development of limbs 
is a rarity nowadays. Only profiles resem- 
bling the classic Greek lose in beauty if 
cheeks and chin are full; the irregularities 
of coneave or convex profiles are covered 
up in an agreeable manner by well rounded 
cheeks and chins. It is rare that a’ fleshy 
face is positively ugly. A smile lends to any 
full face an agreeable expression, Care in 


carriage and dress are of the most favorable 


effect in stout people. Good carriage. gives 
even to almost shapeless figures a certain 
attraction, and faultless costume is for the 
individuality of a stout woman parti¢ularly 
effective. On the other hand, poor and un- 
fashionable costume causes the impression, 
frequently erroneous, that the wearer cares 
more for plenteous nourishment than for 
appearance. | 
Causes and Effects. 
Disposition to stoutness is too intimately 
connected with the individuality to make it 
easy for a layman to wage war against it. 
Where corpulency is hereditary such a war 
should not' be made at al], or only under com- 
petent medical supervision. Banting, Voit, 
Oertel, and Schweningcr were and are such 
competent authorities. Frequently the too 
great enjoyment of the good things in life 
is the cause of stoutness. Sometimes fond- 
ness for alecholic fluids causes corpulency, 
even if the habits of life are otherwise cor- 
rect. 
Alexander Dumas, the elder. was quite 
justified when he said in his famous cook 
book that man dves not live on what he eats 
but on what he digests. But one has to 
bear. in mind that “ digestion’”’ refers not 
only to the action of the stoma¢th—the 
limbs have as much to do with the process 
of digesting as has the stomach. While it 
cannot be successfully contended that man 
can live on air-alone it is also certain that 
without proper action of the lungs there 
will be no proper digestion. Pliny, the 
elder, says: “ Whoever wants to round off 
his body and wants to raise an imposing 
belly ‘should drink much before, during, and 
after meals.”’ 
In the land of the Matabeles, in south 
Africa, only the King has a right to be fat; 
whoever else grows fat is killed and eaten. 
There are other south African nations—the 
Ovambos, for instance—who select only fat 
men for their rulers, or at least such men 
as have the unmistakable signs of fatness. 
It is well known that Oriental nations look 
upon corpulency in their women asa sign 
of beauty. In Hindostan the ancient law 
of Manu makes it incumbent upon the male 
portion to fatten the women. Vitan Hassa, 
the native companion of Emin Pasha In his 
in darkest Africa, reports of 
Karabega: “‘He maintains a large harem, 
but his favorite wives are the fat ones. The 
Dowager Queen is intrusted with the busi- 
news of fattening. She selects the girls, who 
are kept from all work, almost from all mo- 
tion. They are kept in separate huts, where 
they are fattened until they become mere 
lumps of flesh, as broed as they are long.

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LTHOUGH the oor to get Chair- 

man Butler to call together the Na- 

tional committee for a general confer- 

ence failed through the insistence of 

the committee appointed. by the 
National Reform Press association at Mem- 
phis in February. 1897, a meeting for con- 
ference purposes was arranged for June 15 
at Omaha. The following Associated Press 
dispatch shows how it ended: 

Omaha, Neb., June 15.—Diplomatic relations 

between the middle-of-the-road Populists and the 
Liberals are strained. The middle-of-the-road 
crowd, under the leadership of Milton Park of 
Texas, is intrenched at thé Thurston Rifles 
Armory, and the liberal wing, with Senator 
Marion Butler in command, has a strong position 
at the Millard Hotel. Conciliatory notes from 
the Butler wing have been sent to the Park wing, 
but the latter has so far shown no sign of yield- 
ing any part of its program. This, Mr. Park an- 
nounced, is undying opposition to fusion; the re- 
fusal to'recognize Mr. Bryan until he renounces 
his Democrary, and a convention in July, 1898, 
to nominate a national ticket for the campaign 
of 1900. Park is supported by the members of 
the Reform Press association, which has just 
concluded its session here, He declared he will 
never surrender. | 
.An agreement was reported to have been 
reached shortly before the adjournment of 
the conference, to the effect that the differ- 
ences between the opposing factions should 
be submitted to the next regular conven- 
tion of the party. The regularity of the 
proceeding by which this agreement was 
reached is in dispute. e i 


Meeting at Nashville. 

The committee appointed by the Reform 
Press association then called a conference of 
delegates, chosen in the usual way, to meet 
at Nashville, Tenn., on July 4, 1897, at which 
place and time 355 accredited delegates were

This conference, after a stormy session, re- 
solved that a reorganization of the party on 
a straight Populist, anti-fusion basis was 
imperatively necessary to prevent the utter 
demoralizing of Populist voters and the 
ultimate absorption of many of them by 
the Democracy, and a committee, to be 
known as the Reorganization committee, 
was appointed to carry out the plan outlined 
by the delegates in conference assembled. 
Milton Park of Texas, editor of the Southern 
Mercury, at Dallas, was made chairman of 
the committee. | 

The Reorganization committee was.author- 
ized to call a national convention whenever 
in its judgment such a proceeding ought to 
be had; or, if the committee should think. it 
better, it was va mia to submit the mat- 
ter to a referendum vote of the party mem- 


bership. 
The chmmittes called a convention which 
was held at Cincinnati on Sept. 5, 1898, and 
during a two-day session it adopted a long 
address’! to the people, and an anti-fusion 
platform, reaffirming Populist principles as 
set forth in the Omaha platform of 1892, 
with thé addition of referendum, and nom- 
inated a national ticket for 1900—Wharton 
Barker |of Pennsylvania for President, Ig- 
natius Donnelly of Minnesota for Vice Pres- 
ident—subject to the approval of the voters 
of the party by referendum. 

After adopting the platform the report of 
the committee on plan of organization was 
read, and although adopted was again laid 
before the convention for the purpose of 
affording an opportunity to Mr. McBride, 
a delegate from Michigan, to offer a resolu- 
tion, the. purpose of which was to submit 
the proposed plan of organization to the 


national committee of the People’s party— | 


the committee appointed by the regular 
party convention at St, Louis in July, 1896, 
and to the Reorganization committee acting 


jointly.

The resolution, after a brief debate, was 


tabled by a vote of 210 to 76, whereupon, 
after the defeat of several other motions on 
the part of the minority delegates, Mr. Mc-

To the People’s party of the United States: 

On behalf of our delegates who attended the 
meeting called at Cincinnati by some of the old 
members of the People’s party, we submit the 
following protest to the action of that body:

The convention proceeded 
properly to establish a referendum system 
through which nominees of the party for the sev- 
eral offices could be selected by the members 
of the party voting in their respective precincts. 


When: we sought to have the National Centrat 
and National Organization committees put the 


program into effect, within an hour they refused, 
disregarding the plah adopted by themselves, and 
immediately proceeded tp the nomination of 
President and Vice President; and by their ac- 


tion we believe they have placed themselves out- 
“side the regular organization of the People’s party. 


ani created for themselves a new party. 
Thereupon quite one-half of the delegates with- 
drew, preferring to remain loyal to the People’s 
party and willing to trust to future developments 
to remedy party difficulties. | 

We implore the Populists of every State to pay 
no heed to nor to attach, importance to this 
small sloughing off of party timber, but to main- 
tain an aggressive warfare on the line hitherto 
followed, to build up and preserve our State and 
local organizations, in accordance with the rec- 
ommendations of the National Organization com- 
mittee, as adopted at Nashville, on July 4, 1897, 
anid the subsequent agreement between our two 
national committees at Omaha, on June 15, 1898, 
relying on the patrtotisem and good judgment of 
men advocating both policies of party manage- 
ment to heal their differences before the time 
fixed for our regular national ccnvention. 

The delegates joining in this address were 
from the States of Arkansas. Illinois. In- 
diana.

Fusion Movemerit in the South. 


The returns of the @lections in Southern 
States for 1895, '96, a ‘98 show the effect 
of the fusion movement on the Populist 
vote in that region. - Alabama, in 1892, 
the Populist vote for |President was 85,181 
and the Republican vote was 9,197; In 1896 
the Republican vote for President was 
54,737, and no Populist vote is recorded, 
showing that.the Populists—those of them 
that ‘voted—favored the ‘Republican ticket, 
for the Democratic vote that year was near- 
ly 8,000 votes short of its record four years 
before. For 1898 fn that State there is no 
Populist vote recorded on Governor, but the 
Republican gain was considerable. 

In Georgia the Populist vote on President 
in 1892 was 42,937, and that of the Repub- 
licans was 48,937. In 1894 the Republican 
vote on Governor was 96,888, and no Popu- 
list vote is returned for that year. In 1896 
the Populist vote on Governor was 85,832, 
and no Republican vote. The vote of these 
two parties on President that year was 
60,091; Populist, none. For Governor in 
1898 no Populist vote is returned, though 
51,580 Republican votes were cast. 

In Texas Populists ‘cast 99.688 votes for 
President in 1892, and 149,857 votes two 
years later for-Controller. In 1895 their 
vote was increased to 159,224 on Governor. 
In 1896, for President, the Bryan fusion 
ticket received 370.434 votes; the Republican 
ticket received 167,520 votes. which was more 
than twice that party’s vote in 18p2. If we 
substract the Democratic vote of 1895, which 
was 241,882, from the combined vote of the 
fusion-Democratic-Populists in 1896, we 
have 128.542 as approximately the number of 
Populists that voted with the Democrats 
that’ year, and this is a falling off of the 
Populist vote of the year before equal to

DENOUNCE PEACE CONFERENCE 


Armenian and Bulgarian Societies Is- 
sue a Statement Demanding Its Con- 
- sideration for Their Native Lands 


The apparent lack of interest evinced at 
the peace conference at The Hague toward 
the condition of affairs in Armenia and 
Bulgaria has provoked a bitter denunciation 
of the Czar’s pet project at the hands of 
the Armenian Revolutionary society and 
the High Macedonian committee at Sofia. 
Writing at Geneva, Switzerland, under date 
of June 19, these two societies have sent 


America. In it they assert that whatever 
the compact formed at The Hague may be, 
it will be devoid of all obligations so long 
as their people are left to suffer. .The con- 
ference, they declare, ‘‘ has developed inte 
the solemn consecration of horrible mas 
sacres.’’ The document is as follows: 
DECLARATION. 

*‘In the name of the great principles of 
justice and humanity an international con- 
ference is now gathered at The Hague, to lay 
the imposing foundations of universal peace 

‘* Victims of the greatest political iniqui 
ty of the century—in spite of the cruel skep- 
ticism with which our bloody history is re- 
garded—our people had hoped that the con- 
ference of The Hague, faithful to its hu- 
manitarian mission, of which it proclaims 
itself the collective organ, would have occu 
pied itself with their destiny. This peace 
project is not realizable except by the 
equitable solution of the burning problems 
created by the triumph of brutal force. 

“Thus, in obedience to some considera- 
tions, the logic of which is based on a flag- 
rant violation of the generous principles 
that brought it together, the conference has 
resolved to exclude from the official pro- 
gram of its labors the solution of our ques- 
tion, that perpetual menace to peace. In 
this way the peace conference takes to itself 
the right of tacitly legalizing a state of 
things the sanction of which will be equal 
to a death sentence consciously pronounced 
on our sorely tried people. 


“If we raise our voices today against this | 


provoking attitude of The Hague it is not 
with the intention of bringing our sufferings 
before the civilized world or to plead the 
cause of our emancipation. The tragic pub- 
licity of our misfortunes relieves us of the 
painful necessity of enumerating the hor- 
rors of our situation. As to the cause of our 
liberty, it long ago was won before the 
tribunal of the social conscience of human- 
ity. We raise our voices to denounce this 
veritable ‘conspiracy that is being formed 
against us under cover of the most sacred 
principles and to declare before the world 
that in our eyes the decisions of The Hague 
will be absolutely devoid of any obligations, 
so long as our two martyred peoples are left 
to groan under a barbarous and perfidious

EVOLUTION: OF BROWN BREAD, 

Tue Trisune has already commented 
upon the recent boast of Senator Hoar that 
he has eaten two. fishballs for breakfast 
every Sunday morning for thirty-five years, 
and thus satisfied the principal condition of 
Massachusetts patriotism.‘ Some super- 
ficial persons may n6t. be able to see the con- 
nection between fishballs and patriotism, 
but when it is remembered what the fishball 
is and how much courage it must require to 
consume two of thém every Sunday morn- 
ing for thirty-five years no one will question 
the authority or knowledge of the venera- 
ble Senator when ‘he makes that incon- 
gruous and monotonous compound the sym- 
bol and test of patriotism. | 

Having established the fishball as the 
patriotic emblem inthe old Bay State, it 
now pleasant to note that the Old South 
Historical society is making a thorough in- 
vestigation of brown bread, which is the 
emblem of freedom in Massachusetts. That 
society recently made a tour to Plymouth 
and delved in the Pilgrim records for testi- 
mony as to the early uses of brown bread 
in the colony. No effort was made to trace 
the origin of baked beans. This will be re- 
served for another year’s trip, but much and 
valuable evidence was found bearing upon 
the evolution of brown bread. It has been 
the general impression that this peculiar 
kind of bread was invented in Boston 150 
years ago, but the Old South society has 
upset this belief.

QUESTION OF LIGHTS,

Yet Robert Louis Stevenson, in one of his 
recently published letters, bears out Mr. 

“This pleasant mid- 
dle age into whose port we are steering is 
quite to my fancy,” writes'the author. “I 
would cast anchor here, and go ashore for 
twenty years, and eee the manners of the 
place. Youth was a great time, but some- 
what fussy. Now in middle age (bar lucre) 
all seems mighty placid. It likes me, I 
spy a little, bright café in one corner of the 
port, in front of which I now propose that 
we should sit down.” |

companies by which they shall continue sup- 
plying gas after the street lighting appro- 
priation is exhausted, which it will be soon, 
and by which the city shall confess judgment 
at the close of the year for the indebtedness 
to be contracted. There ig a Council order 
adopted this year which stands in the way 
of such an agreement, This practice of run- 
ning in debt for gas and then confessing 
judgment is customary, and yet it is wrong. 
But if it is not resorted to now the streets 
which are not lighted with electricity will 
be as dark as Erebus during the last five 
months of this year. This would suit bur- 
glars and footpads. It would fill those who 
dive on or have to. travel those unlighted 
streets by night with alarm and anger. 
They would make so furious a protest after 
a few nights of darkness that Aldermen who 
‘voted in July against making an arrangeé- 
ment with the gas companies would back

down in August. There is reason to believe 
that this year’s assessment will be so much 
heavier than past assessments as to give the 
city a much larger revenue next ‘year. In 
that evént it will be able to appropriate 
enough to pay for the gas it consumes and 
not be compelled to resort to the question- 
able methods of the past. This should be 
the last time that methods the adoption of 
which only urgent need can justify should 
be used. The streets must be lighted. 


PLANNING PARK EXTENSION. 

In the suggestive paper on municipal 
architecture and landscape gardening late- 
ly read before the Chicago Architectural 
club by the New York sculptor, Mr. Bush- 
Brown, the keynote was the value of com- 
prehensive planning in advance for the 
decoration of a city, in order that harmony 


might be secured. 


Nothibg in the whole range of municipal 
economy is so regrettable as the formless 
growth of cities. London today in _ its 
shapelessness is a monument to the folly 
which, when it had Sir Christopher Wren’s 
simple but majestic scheme for its rebuild- 
ing after the great fire, with St. Paul's as 
its center, failed to act upon it. Baron 
Haussmann’s modern Paris, though involv- 
ing great sacrifices of picturesqueness and 
historical interest, registers the valuation 
placed by that city upon arrangement. Our 
national capital, not only in its streets but, 
as Mr. Bush-Brown indicated, in its public 
buildings, squares, parks, and monuments, 
should be a@ continual reminder of the mean- 
ing of preliminary study. The chief suc- 
cess of the Wor)d’s Fair was its harmonious 
arrangement, which was itself due to the 


completion of the general outline for the 


grounds before a single corner-stone was 
located... 

This consideration bears upon the talk 
which, though it has continued for years,has 
been unusually earnest during the present 
season and was virtually the topic of the 
meeting referred to, concerning more park 
and playground facilities for the city. There 
is one thing to do and do now respecting 
the whole subject, and that is to make a 
systematic study of the city with ref- 
erence to its needs in this.line and the 
possibilities for supplying them. The reso- 
lution of Alderman Jackson, therefore, 
which has been favorably acted upon by 
a subcommittee of the Finance committee, 
and which provides for a special commis- 
sion to report on this subject, should by 
all means be passed by the Council before 
vacation, in order that work may be begun 
at once-and carried on under the favorable 
conditions of summer weather. 

As to the proposition for selling the Bos- 
ton store and other city property in order 
to invest the proceeds in particular tracts 
for park purposes, there may be and doubt- 
less will be a desire for further delibera- 
tion. Concerning the advisability, how- 
ever, and indeed the urgency of the gen- 
eral inquiry contemplated in the Jack- 
son resolntion there can he no objecticn 
raised. No subject fs closer than this to 
the hearts of the people, especially those 
in the crowded areas, and prudence de- 
mands a careful study of the whole field 
as a preliminary to intelligent remedial 


action,

no municipal flag, or it would have been 
hoisted over the new possessions.

He had the suc- 
cess of his work so much at heart that he 
would have been distressed greatly had he 
lived to gee the courts hold that he must 
turn over his town to the city, and to see 
the latter take possession of it. When Pull- 
man was started it was remote from every- 
where. If the making of streets, the pro- 
visien for a sewerage system, etc., had not 
been looked after by Mr. Pullman the resi- 
dents of his town would have fared badly. 
His scheme was a good one at the outset. 
But when the city expanded and took in 
Hyde Park, and when Pullman ceased to be 
a remote, isolated outpost of industrial civil- 
ization onthe shore of distant Lake Calumet, 
then there ceased: to be any excuse for the 
ownership of Pullman by a corporation. It 
is not likely that the experiment which has 
just come to a close will be repeated. ' 


MR. WIGHT ON CHICAGO ARCHITECTURE. 

Peter B. Wight, Secretary of the State 
Board of Architects, has rendered a service 
to Chicago art in a well-written article on 
“Modern Architecture in Chicago,” which 
is published in the July number of the 
Pall Mall Magazine. The article is ac- 
companied with more than a score of illis- 
trations of the best examples of Chicago 
architecture. In this list the Masonic Tem- 
ple is omitted, nor is mention made of it in 
the text, even as a “ sky-scraper.” 

Mr. Wight traces carefully the history of 
architecture in Chicago from 1872, adding 
thereto much of the material history of 
the city. Chicago has the greatest park 
acreage of any city in the world, and its 
boulevard and bridge systems Mr. Wight 
describes as a natural concomitant of 
architectural features. To the criticism of 
foreign visitors of the lack of harmonious 
elements Mr. Wight replies: 

Chicago, it is not denied, is the most contra- 
dictory of all the municipalities on earth. It can 
show a little of the best and worst of every hu- 
man characteristic and every disposition. This 
is the necessary result of ite rapid growth, which 
nothing but a continuous series of miracles could 
have prevented. It has always been impossible 
for its public improvements to keep pace with its 


growth; therefore. everything about it looks half 
finished, amd there is evident lack of attention to 
details, 

Since the fair of 1893 Mr. Wight shows 
that the modern French school of archi- 
tecture has had the greatest influence on 
Chicago architecture, “truly indigenous” 
architecture being confined to private resi- 
dences. Church architecture he declares 
to be as * discordant and varied as the in- 
dependent sects in whose service it is em- 
ployed.”

The results of 
treatment of 50,000 cases were: First, there 
is no specific drug for tuberculosis; second, 
early stages are often cured without medi- 
cine of any kind; third, in the majority of 
cases medicinal treatment, combined with 
sanitarium or hygienic treatment, is of the 
greatest value in allaying the cough and 
controlling the morbid action of the tu- 
bercle bacillus and its products. 


THE CUBAN-AMERICAN LEAGUE, 

An organization called the Cuban-Amer- 
{can league, with headquarters at New 
York, has written a letter to the President, 
in which it “ enters its most earnest protest. 
against the continuing of the tariff barrier 
and foreign rates of postage between the 
United States’and Porto Rico, the Philip- 
pines, and Cuba.” The league informs the 
President that this treatment of Porto 
Rico and the Philippines as regards tariffs 
and postage “as if they were foreign coun- 
tries is contrary to the letter and spirit of 
the constitution of the United States.” As 
for Cuba, the league contends that her peo- 
ple ought to be allowed to benefit from“ the 
educating experience resulting from free 
trade with this nation,” and that such free 
trade should last so long as the island is 
under the American flag. | 

The league, which is probably more in- 
terested in Cuba than in the other Spanish 
possessions which have passed under the 
control of the United States, should not 
address itself to the President, who cannot 
establish free trade between the United 
States and Cuba, but to Congress, which 
can do so, and which may be willing to do so 
if satisfied that the best interests of the 
United States and Cuba would be promoted 
thereby. The free admission of Cuban 
sugar into this country would be a great 
help to the Cuban sugar-planters, but would 
reduce American customs revenues ma- 
terially. Free trade between Cuba and the 
United States would give this country a 
practical monopoly of Cuban trade, but 
would cut down greatly the Cuban customs 
receipts, which are a most important source 
of revenue. Other taxes, which might be 
felt much more, would have to be imposed 
to make good the deficiency. 

As regards Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines, the President will no doubt take 
issue with the assertion of the Cuban-Amer- 
ican league that the levying of customs 
duties on American exports to those islands 
or imports from those islands is contrary 
to the letter and spirit of the constitution. 
The opponents‘of expansion have contended 
that whenever any new territory is acquired 
by the United States its Inhabitants be- 
come at once, regardless of the terms and 
conditions on which the territory was 


acquired, citizens of the United States and 


entitled to all the rights, privileges, and im- 
munities enjoyed by such citizens residing 
in Illinois or Massachusetts. That is one 
reason assigned by the mugwumps for their 
opposition to the acquisition of the Philip- 
pines. \But the President does not believe 
that the moment the treaty with Spain was 
signed the inhabitants became citizens of 
the United States. Nor does he believe 
that, without the action of Congress, the 
American tariff laws are extended over the 
Philippines by the mere fact of acquisition. 
The President will not be influenced in any 
respect by the communication of the Cubar- 
American league. |

VEW TEMPERANCE PROPOSALS. 

The temperance question will not down. 
For some years there has been an apparent 
decline in prohibition sentiment, and yet 
temperance is as live anissue asever. Itis, 
however, assuming a new phase—an eco- 
nomic one. This is especially manifest in 
two notable books recently issued—*“ Eco- 
nomic Aspects of the Liquor Problem,” by 
John Koren, and “ The Temperance Prob- 
lem and Social Reform,” by Joseph Rown- 
tree and Arthur Sherwell. The former is 
an American work and is based upon the 
investigations of the Committee of Fifty. 
The latter is an English work and records 
the results of the same sort of investigation. 
Both are dispassionate in tone and discuss 
the subject as they might a problem in 
mathematics. The first offers no remedies 
for the evils of intemperance, allowing the 
facts to suggest remedies; the second offers 
a number of proposals which have made 
a profound impression upon all classes of 
temperance and social reformers in Eng- 
land. | 

As the title of their book suggests, Messrs. 
Rowntree and Sherwell look upon temper- 
ancé as a social or economic as well as 
moral question, and declare that in adopting 
methods of reform to mitigate its evils this 
fact must always be taken into considera- 
tion. This being the case, temperance re- 
formers and social reformers must  co- 
operate. | 

The proposals made by Messrs. Rowntre> 
and Sherwell come under two general classi- 
fications: First, restrictive, administrative, 
controlling reforms; second, positive or con- 
structive reforms. They would reduce by 
parliamentary action the number of saloons 
to one per 1,000 population in urban areas 
and to one per 600in rural areas. Local op- 
tion is advocated for rural districts, but 
prohibition is considered impracticable in 
cities and large towns. They regard the 
elimination of private interest in the drink 
traffic of supreme importance, and it is at 
private interest in the traffic that,their sug- 
gested reforms are chiefly aimed. “ Under 
the present system,” they say, “ there ex- 
ists a monopoly trade admittedly danger- 


ous which it is the interest of the state to

A large number of paintings of va- 

rious schools owned by Cyrus H. McCormick 
have been loaned to the Art Institute for the 
summer season, and are hung on two walls 
of the long gallery of the north wing of the 
museum. 
There are but four works which are not by 
European artists, and these are all by 
George Inness. One of these which is ex- 
cellent in Spee is a green landscape of 
shape which painters call an upright. It 
represents saner methods of painting and 
composition than the others, although it 
reflects to some extent the influence of the 
Barbizon school. | 
Nearly all of the men of Barbizon are rep- 
resented with the exception of Millet, and 
several of them by splendid examples. A 
small landscape by Rousseau in a light, bril- 
liant key is one of the best of this artist's 
works owned in Chicago. A large landscape 
with a shepherd and flock by Jacque is a 
particularly good example. Corot, Troyon, 
Diaz, Daubigny, and Dupré are also rep- 
resented by small canvases except Dupr', 
- by whom there is the familiar motive of a 
stormy sea with dark clouds fn the sky and 
fishing boats in a light foreground, which js 
of larger dimensions. | 
Besides a group of figures in the woods by 
Diaz there is a tiny still-life painting that is 
a sparkling bit of color. 
The English predecessors of these paint- 
ers, Constable, Gainsborough, and John 
Crome, aré represented, the two first by 
works of importance. 4 
Among the works hy more modern man aré

IS SHAH OF PERSIA INSANE? 


Report That Muzaffar-ed-Din Is Men- 
tally and Physically Incapaci- 
tated to Rule. 


According to reports from Teheran, the 
present Shah, who has been on the throne 
only a little over three years, entirely neg- 
lecta the affairs of state, spends all his time 
in the palace amusing himself with tele- 
phones, and his intellect is believed to be 
impaired. It is said he suffers from hallu- 
cinations and is no longer fit to rule. 

For years before he came to the throne it 
was reported that Muzaffar-ed-din was in- 
tellectually weak. After Mr. Benjamin, our 
first Minister to Turkey, returned home in 
1885, he wrote a book, in which he referred 
to this report, but he was of the opinion that 


an important province on the Russian fron- 
tier; gave the impression that he was weak- 
minded, he had purposes of his own for wish- 
ing to be thought mentally deficient. How- 
ever this may be, there was another report 
that he was favorable to Russia's policy, 
which was to crowd British influence out of 
Persia as far as possible and to get all the 
trade and other concessions in that country 
she could induce the Shah to give her. This 
report has been borne out by the facts, for 
since the Crown Prince came to the throne 
Russia has advanced her trade interests 
without hindrance, has received many con- 
cessions, and is now expecting to build a 
railroad clear across Persia from Caucasia. 

The Shah is the second son of the late Shah 
and his elder brother is still alive and is an 
active and able man of affairs. The throne 
would have been his birthright if he had not 
been the son of a plebelan woman, while his 
younger brother was the son of a lady of 
high birth and royal blood. 
that when the succession came to Zil-i-Sul- 
tan, who is enormously wealthy and a man 
of high spirit and ambition, would contest 
the right of ©ts brother to abrogate the 
natural rights of the elder son. For this 
reason he was forbidden to maintain a sep- 
arate army in the province he governed or to 
import arms. None the less, it was feared 
there would be trouble, and it has been as- 
serted that he would not have submitted if 
it had not been for the awful circumstances 
of his father’s death and the seating of 
Muzaffar on the throne Almost before it was 
known that the old Shah had fallen by the 
hand of an assassin. : 

The present Shah ts 46 years old, and his 
oldest son, the heir apparent, is 27 years of 
age. All the rulers of Persia amass enor- 
mous fortunes, as might be expected from 
the fact that the entire revenues of the 
country are at their disposal. The fortune 
of the present occupant of the throne is 
reported te amount to about $30,000,000, a 
considerable part of which, however, is rep- 
zopeened by the crown jewels.—New York

CHICAGO HAS 


HE recent resignation of L. O. Murray 
as Deputy Controller of the Currency 
to accept a position in a New York 
bank at a salary of $10,000 a year 
calls attention to the- fact that the 
controller's office is a regular training 
gchool for bank Presidents. With hardly an 
exception, every man who has served as 
Controller since the office was established in 


7962 has left it, usually by resignation, to 


take a position at the head of a national 
bank at a greatly increased salary. 

Hugh McCulloch of Indiana was appointed 
the first Controller of the Currency by Pres- 
ident Lincoln in 1863. He left the office in 
1865 to become Secretary of the Treasury. 
In 1869, when his term expired, he went to 
New York, where he was almost imme- 
diately chosen President of a large bank 
doing business in New York and London. 

He served in this position until 1880, when 
he retired from business. 

John Jay Knox, who served as Controller 
or Deputy Controller for seventeen years, 
resigned in 1854 to become President of the 
National Bank of the Republic of New York, 
which position he held until his death in 
1992. Henry W. Cannon, who was acountry 
banker in Minnesota, succeeded Mr. Knox in 
the Controller's office. During his term of 
office there was a panic among the banks of 
New York and other cities. He handled the

ESPITE the wise teachings and noble 
example of Socrates, and despite the 
positive assertions of the best med- 
ical authorities, most people look 
with. fear and trembling toward the 
moment which separates time and eternity 
for mankind—the moment of death.

The question as to what transpires in 
mankind during the approach of death has 
been the subject of many studies and re-+ 
searches, and quite recently a number of 
French scientists, among them V. Egger

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{STORIES OF THE DIAMOND. 


HERE is an element of luck in baseball | 
which is hard to figure on, and even 


Gus Smelz, who could tell what par- 
ticular ball or strike won or lost a 
game, was sometimes at fault when he 
_came to figure down the reasonsa team won 
.or lost. Ballplayers tell hundreds of tales 
-of queer games and accidents which decide 
“them, 
Two seasons ago the St. Louis and Phila- 
“delphia teams were engaged in a battle at 
‘Philadelphia, and, when the Quakers came 
in for the ninth, the decrepit and weakened 
Browns led by one run. With two men on 
-bases, one at first, another on third, Dele- 
hanty, the hardest hitter of the league, came 
yo bat. The chances were a thousand to one 
that Del would at least send in a tieing 
score. The big fellow swung. There was a 
terrific crack. The ball went on a line down 
towards third, struck Monte Cross on the 
ankle, and tore his feet from under him, 
but bounded to the shortstop, who tossed the 


ball to second, and the baseman, by a quick 


‘throw, shut Delehanty off at first, and com- 
pleted the double, ending the game. 


Such accidents are not frequent, but in 1897, 
late in “the season, Chicago won a game 
through just such luck. The team was 
_playing Cleveland at Cleveland, and Te- 
beau’s warriors were on the rampage, for 
Chicago led by one run. The bases were full 
of Spiders. and Eddie McKean was at bat. 
He hit a vicious bounder at Briggs’ feet. The 
ball struck the pitcher on the instep, and he 
kicked straight back to the plate, forcing a 
man. The next two batters flied out, and 


Big “Roger Denzer, the star pitcher of 
Comiskey’s aggregation at St. Paul, tells a 
weird yarn of the tough luck variety, and 
‘Roger, during his short but eventful exist- 
ence as a Chicago player, acquired a 
large reputation for truth and. veracity. 
Denzer says he was pitching a game on the 
Sunday grounds outside of St. Paul a few 
years ago. The grounds are about the size 
of a healthy Saratoga trunk and a sharp 

base hit is Mable to beund back off of the 
fences and give the fielders a chance to throw 
the runner out at first. Denzer declares he 
had the Minnegpolis team beaten one Sun- 
day by oneruninthe ninth. There were two 
out and a man on first. The batter hit a 
liner at the fence and the fielders ran out, 
playing -the angles and waiting for the ball 
to bound back. Instead the ball stuck ona 
wire nail ten feet above the ground, and 
while Billy George was hunting for a step 
ladder the batter circled the bases and won 
the game. 

Hughie Jennings, the angel-faced lad on 
Hanlon’s reserve force, tells of the queer 
ending of a game he once played in near 
Baltimore while he was the star of the Balti- 
more aggregation of pennant winners. 

Just outside of Baltimore, so Jennings’ 
yarn is spun, there is an insane asylum, and 
the better class of patients, those insane on 
but one subject, have a ball club and play 
the teams of the country round about. One 
time, after an unusually hard session with 
the umpires, Hanlon’s men decided they 
needed a little money with which to. pay 
fines, so they accepted the challenge of the 
manager of the nut college club. who was a 
physician, to play a game. The contest 
proved full of interest, for the insane boys 
were clever players. In the seventh inning 
Ahe score was close, and the third baseman 
‘of the insane club was at bat. Men wereon 
second and third, and the crowd was all ex- 
citement, for a hit meant possible victory 
for the amateurs. Just at that juncture a 
‘big red rooster flew up on top of the right 
field fence, flapped its wings, and crowed 
lustily. The man at the bat threw tiown his 
club, made a desperate run across through 


e the diamond, dashed out across the infield, 


clambered frantically over the center field 
fence, and tore up the hill towards the 


asylum. 


Inquiry proved the third baseman was suf- 
fering from “ hallicalations,”’ as Tim Dona- 
hue would say, and imagined he was a 
grain of corn. . He fled fearing the rooster 
would swallow him. That stopped the game, 
and the crowd wanted its money back—but 
Jennings and his confréres paid their fines.

_ There are more stories told on Chris Von 
der Ahe, the late but not lamented owner of 
the St. Louis club, than are told on Tim 
Hurst. Here is a sample: During the last 


years of Chris“ ownership he had a habit of 
calling meetings of his club and scoring the 
Players individually and collectively, and 


guch meetings were great sport for the 
players. In New York in 1897 he called such 
a meeting, for Little Nichol, who was then 
acting manager, had been insulted by one 
of the men and was looking for revenge.

The theory of *‘ divine right "’ involves too many 
absurdities to be accepted by the critical spirit of ;

Except in the busiest streets 
these postoffices consist of: one little bare 
room, or even one corner of a shop, yet in 
almost all of these unimposing pens you can 
do an astonishing amount of business; for 
each is not only a postoffice but a public 
telegraph station, from which you can send 
a message to San Francisco or to St. Peters- 
burg if you want to; a messenger station 
where you can get a blue coated boy to do 
an errand for you at sixpence that would 
cost half a dollar in New York; and a bank- 
ing-house where you can deposit or with- 
draw money or buy government stocks 
without a letter of introduction and with- 
out being known to a soul in the place, pro- 
viding you have followed a few simple rules. 
Not only this, but youv¢an get your life in- 
sured there, or buy an annuity, for these 
are recent additions to the government

Ad- 
jutant Lien called attention to the fire and 
some one yelled, “‘ Let the bridge go to h—I.”’ 
** No,” replied Lien. “ We need the bridge,”’ 
‘*I will go over and put out the fire,’ cried 
Hiolman, and made a dash across the long 
bridge. He was deaf to the universal cry of 
** Come back,” and got safely over before the 
fire had made much headway and succeeded 
in extinguishing it.’ Then coolly turning 
around he opened fire upon the enemy, who 
was but a few yards away and in plain 
sight. The regiment, inspired by Holman’s 
example, then dashed across the bridge and 
the natives were soon put to flight.
